| $70,000 For Their Upkeep—Law ana 


| Order Is a Large Item .and ‘the

| In spite of the fact that the ‘city of 
Londan is universally regarded as déne 
of. the richest of the cities of the 
| world, and .certainly has the wealth- 
| iest ands most important square mile 
| on the face of the globe, it is not gener- 
ally appreciated how numerous and 
how costly are the activities of 
the ancient Corporation which gov- 
erns that city and to what an extent 
‘the people of the London outside the 
city—the Greater London—are indebt- 
ed to the City Fathers, says a recent 
writer. 

But, before attempting a summary 
of the work of the city and of the 
great cost of it, let me cite two in- 
| stances of what might well be called 
its disinterested generosity. I find 
those in the new “Old Bailey” and in 
{the open spaces outside ,the city 
boundaries, but maintained by the cor- 
poration. Only a very small part of 
| the work of the “Old Bailey” is pro-. 
| vided by the city. Middlesex, Surrey, 
nent, Essex, and Hertford all bring 
their criminals to its bar, 
| So, too, with the open spaces, Ep- 
ping Forest, Burnham Beeches, High- 
Woods, West Wickham ind 
Couldsdon Commons, and West Ham 
Park have been preserved to the pub- 
lic largely by the city funds, and now 
form an annual charge upon them of 
about $70,000. Epping Forest alone 
costs the city $23,500 a year. 

But the cost of running the city 
is not to be estimated by such com- 
paratively small guns as these. Take, 
for example, what the city spends on 
the préservation of law and order and 
the prevention of crime, One item 
alone—the maintenance of the police 
force—absorbs $900,000; add to this

Again, the markets of the city spell 
money, both in revenue and expendi- 
ture, The London Central Markets 
alone have over $500,000 spent annual- 
ly upon them, but in return the city, 
by rent and tolls and sundry pay- 
ments, receive no less than $690,600. 
In the case of the Foreign Cattle Mar: 
ket, where the expenditure amounts 
to $270,000, the receipts do not equal 
the expenditure. Billingsgate, on the 
other hand, after demanding an ex- 
penditure of $75,000, nobly returns it 
with a profit of $35,000. 

But the great cost of running the 
city is perhaps most apparent when 


ublic health. Here there is a “little 
Bar” of $1,950,000, of ‘which, in’ addi- 
tion to $145,000 spent in direct sal- 
aries and wages, no less than $365,000 
is required for sanitary expenses, 
$185,000 for paving and repairing pave- 
ments, and $130,000 for cleaning and 
watering. ;

When this recital was finished the 
King said in deep, kindly tones, “Well 
done!” and handed tothe lad a case 
containing the Albert medal “‘for sav- 
ing life.”” The boy dropped to one knee 
on the cushioned stool at the foot of 
the throne and kissed the outstretched 
hand of the King. 

The King then gave the boy his 
hand to shake, and said, ‘Well done; 
good luck.” 

The boy would have left the Throne 
Room as others had, but the King mo- 
tioned to two gentlemen ushers, and 
they conducted the boy to the Stew- 
ards’ Room, where he was royally en- 
tertained with chicken, roast beef, 
and pudding. 

-Describing his impressions during 
his audience with the King, the boy 
. afterwards said: “I was not afraid. 
The King is a nice gentleman. I kiss- 
ed the King’s hand. I saw two oth- 
ers'do it. That’s a thing not many 
have done. The palace is a fine big 
place, and my father said he thought 
he would sink to the knee in the car- 
pets. They offered me the pick of 
the King’s wine, but I had lemonade. 
We saw the kitchens and the cellars 
afterwards.”’

tween meals. Often the plain water 
will be enough to move a stightly con- 
stipated person, bot if not a mild med- 
icated water may be taken instead. It 
is. very essential to keep the bowels 
open ip cases of rbeumatism.

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CERTAIN old-fashioned diction- 
ary defines an apron as ‘‘a half 
girdle or garment covering the 
front of the person, used for 
workmen and others for the purpose of' 
cleanliness,’’ which definition is about as 
fucidly enlightening as many another 
prepared by learned encyclopaedists, 

Had a reader whose lot it had been 
mever to see an apron chanced on that 
paragraph he would have small concep- 
tion of the wonderful evolution uf the 
modern apron. One idea he might, per- 
haps, :‘gain—its mission in life to afford 
cleanliness to the workrhan. 

Strange to say, this view of the sub- 
ject rarely presents itself to the work- 
man himself—unless perhaps he is at 
some distinctly dirt-producing occupa- 

e tion. As for the working woman, she is 
beginning to awaken to the fact that if 
she is to be always fresh and dainty, 
an apron for the office as well as at 
home is simply indispensable. 


APRONS FOR MANY USES 


Time was when many a woman 
looked on an apron as a badge of 
servitude; the sign of menial occupa- 
tion that must be rigorously conceal- 
ed; but we have changed: all that. 

--- —stywaxtiys ‘tere are uprotis for évery 
purpose under the sun, where home 
use is considered. There are aprons 
of lawn, swiss, organdie and silk; 
aprons with bows, frills and ruffles; 
aprons for knitting and sewing, for 
serving afternoon tea or manipulat- 
ing a chafing dish; homely, comforta- 
ble gingham aprons for wear if the 
kitchen and others rather more or- 
nate, but still rtrictiy utilitarian, that 
play an important part in studio or 
workroom. 
ane homekeeping woman needs lit- 
ne initiation into the apron-wearing 
fad. The practical girl is very apt to 
{include in her wardrobe half a dozen 
different kinds of aprons, for as many 
different purposes. Frequently she 
. makes them herself out of delicately 
eolored muslins or handkerchief 
Linens, with trimmings oO: c.uny, 
( enciennes or torchon; with accordion- 
pleated or piain ruffles of the ma 
| terial; makes them with bibs of every 
variety or without any at all; with 
shoulder ruffles and revers, with 
straps or plain buttoned bands, with 
Jong sash ends or little’ butterfly 
bows. 

In fact, there is no limit to the dainty, 
frilly aprons a clever needlewoman can 
make for herself at very little cost. A 
yard or two'of flowered muslin left-from 
a summer gown will work up into the 
prettiest possible little apron, with a 
rounded front reaching half-way down 
the gown and square bib pointed at the 
upper edge and trimmed with bias bands 
that cross at the point and run over 
each shoulder ‘to meet the waistband at 
the back. If preferred, these bands may 
be widened over the shoulders into 
revers that may be simply finished with 
machine stitching or edged with a nar- 
row knife-pleating or a ruftle of lace, 
Such an apron will prove very useful for 
dusting and other light housework, or 
even for sewing. 


. GINGHAM FOR SERVICE 


Wo apron proves more serviceable to 
the practical girl than a long, straight 
one of pretty checked gingham, built on 
the lines of a child's pinafore. With an 
apron or two of this kind she is ready 
for any emergency, even if she is com- 
pelled to do her own housework. It 
will so completely cover a gown as to 
afford absolute protection, even if she 
finds it necessary to wash dishes in a 
reception dress of delicate hue. In this 
era of domestic difficulties and a some-

what unsolvable servant problem, such - 


an apron is absolutely indispensable to 
every housewife. 

Patterns for such cooking aprons are 
easily procured, but should one wish to 
dispense with a pattern it can be easily 
made from two -ths of gingham long 
enough to reach to the bottom of one’s 
dress, and allow a two-inch hem; with 
enough more material to’ make the 
sleeves. Five yaras of ginguam will 
make one apron for a woman of me- 
dium height. _

pity | te twelve inches at the top. 
Two ftour-inch gores are added to the 
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front seams at the bottom to give ful- 
ness. 

The armholes are made very large, 80 
the apron may be easily slipped on and 
off without crushing the most delicate 
waist underneath. The sleeves are of 
the old-fashioned bishop shape, gath- 
ered into an inch-wide band: at the 
wrist. This fastens with a button and 
buttonhole, 

The fulness at the neckband front and 
back is gathered into a narrow band 
large enough to drop below the collar 
line. This also is buttoned. The shoul- 
der seams are two and a half inches 
deep. Finish the seams in flat fells, bind 
the armholes and hem the bottom, The 
backs have the selvages turned back 
on each side for three-quarters of an 
inch and gathered into the collar band, 
but not stitched to the length of the 
apron. This gives greater width. 

These gingham aprons are very 
pretty made of blue and white or 
pink and white checked gingham of a 
fine quality. Sometimes the neck is 
cut a little square. If a touch of trim- 
ming is wished, the neck and wrist- 
bands may be briar-stitched, or they 
may even be of a plain dark color to 


match .the Adagqnrer* cnr or ule cmlecK, 


This, however, scarcely proves serv- 
iceable, as it is difficult to find any 
material that stands frequent wash- 


ings as well as a really good checked 


gingham. 

Such an apron, besides being prac- 
tical, is usually surprisingly becom- 
ing. 

Marked by absolute simplicity, yet 
essentially dainty, is_a little: apron 
that may be worn about the house 
by the practical girl on whom de- 
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volves the pleasant duty of drranging 
flowers or doing light dusting. 

Take two squares of flowered lawn 
or dimity and finish each with a two- 
inch hem. In one cut a hole large 
enough for the shoulders to slip 


through easily and bind with a narrow 


band of the material. Cut off the up- 
per point of the apron and the lower 
point of the bib and gather into a 
waistband, that fastens with a but- 
ton.’ The part of the bib that falls 
over the back hangs loose in a.grace- 


_ful pointed collar effect. From one of 


the cut-off points is made a capacious 
pocket, edged with a frill. , 

This simple apron can easily b» 
elaborated upon, The edges migh. 
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be lace, or even ruffle, trimmed, and ap 
frill of lace can be run around the» 
neck.
